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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections -35USC§112 

1. . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 4, 6-8, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claim 4 recites the limitation "plurality of bores" in line 9. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

4. Claim 1 7 recites the limitation "plurality of bores" in line 25. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-3, 13, and, 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Seid 3608103. 

7. Seid teaches a head and neck immobilization device for preventing the 
movement of a cranial spinal column during radiation applications to the cranial spinal 
column, the device comprising: a base having a first end, a second end, an upper 
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surface and a lower surface; a support frame being attached to and extending upwardly 
from the upper surface, and support from being positioned generally adjacent to the first 
end of the base; a mounting being positioned on the support frame and being 
selectively positioned between an upper portion of the support from and a lower portion 
of the support frame; a securing member being adapted for releasably securing the 
mounting to the frame in a fixed position; and a head support being mounted to and 
extending outwardly away from the mounting, the head support including a face 
receiving member for receiving a head in a downward facing position; wherein the 
support frame includes a plurality of vertically orientated columns (31 & 32); wherein 
each of the columns has a plurality of apertures extending therethrough, each of the 
apertures being horizontally aligned with one of the apertures in each of the columns, 
each of the columns having at least three apertures extending therethrough, the 
securing member comprising a plurality of pins being removable extendable into 
through the mounting and into of the apertures; a platform being attached to the upper 
surface o the base such that the platform is spaced from the upper surface, the platform 
extending from the second end of the base toward the support frame, the platform being 
substantially horizontally oriented.

8. Claims 5, 9-12, and 16 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claim 4 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. Claim 17 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
